“Running two bonds together and try- 
ing to get a super majority to pass is the 
kiss of death, I guess, for both proba- 
bly," said Blaine County Sheriff Walt 
Femling during a public hearing 
Monday night. 

Femling said the county has been in a 
- two-year.planning-mode-to-schcdulc-thc- 
bnnd-issue election, previously delaying 
the .voce to avoid competing with school 
district override- levy elections. It would’ 
be at, least another, three years before a 
new jail could be constructed and uti- 
lized, Femling said. 

Hailey Mayor Stephen Kc.ims said he 
was more optimistic about the city’s 
sewer bond passing on May 23. 

, "If not, it’s clear .wc’ll be in a morato- 
rium situation,“,Kcams said, 

Councilwoman Mary Ann Mix said 
Hailey will not annex any more subdivi- 


sions if ihc sewer bond doesn't pass. 

The county is relying on the annexa-

Hailey resident Judy Hartley said any 
building moratoriums would be “devas- 
tating'' on this community.
